The  team  observed  that  it  seemed  to  be 
beyond  any  student  or  Church  member  to 
change  a doctrine  which  states  that  blacks 
of  African  lineage  may  not  hold  the 
priesthood  until  it  is  revealed  to  the 
prophet  of  the  LDS  Church. 

They  believe  something  should  be  done 
about  the  isolation  of  BYU,  saying,  “Part 
of  the  educational  offerings  of  any 
university  ...  is  exposure  and  interaction 
with  the  largest  minority  in  the  United 
States— the  black  people.” 


Suggested  methods  of  eliminating  this 
isolation  included  “a  more  aggresive 
program  to  bring  in  more  black  athletes 
and  scholars,”  observing  that  there  is  a 
“particularly  defeatist  attitude  toward 
black  recruitment”  and  that  there  are  but 
two  blacks  in  the  BYU  athletic  program 
and  approximately  15  in  the  25,000 
member  student  body. 

The  committee  reports  that  there  are  no 
“racist  admission  policies”  at  BYU,  only 
standards  which  must  be  maintained  by  all 
who  are  accepted. 

As  an  answer  to  the  social  problem  for 
blacks  with  no  black  families  in  Provo,  the 
report  cites  several  examples  of  other 
universities  which  have  increased  their 
black  enrollment  though  in  all-white 
population  areas. 

A more  publicized  black  recruiting 
program  with  blacks  from  high  schools  in 
areas  of  Ogden,  Salt  Lake  City,  and  other 
Utah  communities  is  one  of  the 
suggestions.

scholarship  program  for  black  students  was 
proposed  by  the  team  to  be  set  up  within 
university  administrative  channels  to  allow 
for  federal  government  sanction  and 
maximum  opportunity  to  receive  federal 
funds. 

Another  effort  to  end  this  isolation 
would  be  through  a Black  Speakers 
Program  and  BYU  Exchange  Program,  the 
report  states. 

The  Black  Speakers  Program  would  bring 
in  “articulate,  educated,  and  well-informed 
blacks”  to  speak,  while  the  Exchange 
Program  would  involve  exchanging  a BYU 
student  for  a black  student  with  each  of 
the  WAC  schools  for  a semester. 

In  regard  to  improving  BYU’s  image  with 
other  WAC  schools,  the  report  proposed 
that  BYU  send  its  own  fact-finding 
committee  with  perhaps  an  “honest  film  of 
BYU  efforts  in  the  area  of  recruitment, 
anti-isolationism,  and  campus  life”  to  the 
schools. 

The  team  urges  students  to  “speak  up  on 


their  own  and  express  their  concern  on 
current  issues  such  as  the  race  question,” 
stating  that  “silence  only  lends  credibility 
to  the  uninformed  charges  of  others.”  The 
committee  further  urges  full  support  of 
student  government  efforts  as  a means  of 
“responsible,  constructive  action.” 

On  the  complaints  of  students  of  other 
WAC  schools  who  believed  their  fees  were 
being  spent  to  bring  BYU  teams  to  their 
college,  the  report  announces  that  receipts 
from  football  gates  and  season  ticket 
holders  were  the  only  sources  of  this 
income. 

Consequently,  the  committee  says  “it  is 
illogical  that  BYU  athletes  be  the  brunt  of 
harassment  and  demonstration.” 

In  conclusion,  the  team  announced  their 
hope  that  BYU  will  meet  with  the 
challenge  to  rectify  the  “image  and 
isolation”  situation  with  the  “same 
determination  they  have  so  often  shown  in 
their  troubled  and  proud  past.”

to  the  media  fair,  an  exhibit 
presenting  the  many  teaching  and 
learning  aides  available  through 
use  of  educational  media. 
Countless  hours  of  work  went 
into  BYU’s  part  of  the  exhibit,  as 
its  designers  from  the  Educational 
Media  Services  can  verify. 

The  music  department  on 
campus  played  an  important  role 
in  providing  both  vocal  and 
instrumental  music  for  three 
conference  events.  The  A Capella 
Choir  performed  for  the  Friday 
night  Sunday  School  session  in 
the  Tabernacle.  Before  the  sun 
rose  Saturday  morning,  the  Wind 
Symphony  was  on  its  way  to  the 
Salt  Palace  to  perform  for  Sunday 
School  workers  at  a special 
breakfast.  Climaxing  the 
department’s  participation  in 
General  Conference  was  Saturday 
afternoon’s  general  session  at 
which  the  BYU  Combined 
Choruses  performed. 

Much  of  the  preparation  for 


General  Conference  began  several 
weeks  ago  as  many  members  of 
the  BYU  faculty  who  are  also 
members  of  the  general  boards  of 
The  Church  auxiliaries  planned 
special  meetings  for  conference 
visitors.  The  results  were 
purposeful  and  meaningful 
meetings  for  those  who  attended. 

Of  special  significance  to  many 
conference  visitors  was  the 
excitement  of  being  on  Temple 
Square  for  the  Sunday  morning 
Choir  broadcast  and  general 
session.  To  those  who  have  never 
sacrificed  a few  hours  sleep  to 
arrive  at  the  Tabernacle  in  time  to 
be  admitted.  I recommend  it  as  a 
worthwhile  experience. 

Traditionally,  the  lines  start 
forming  in  front  of  the  Tabernacle 
doors  before  six  a.m.  The  first  to 
be  admitted  are  those  who  sit  in 
the  balcony,  and  the  lines  are 
again  formed  as  the  first  groups 
move  into  the  building.  About 
9:20  a.m.  the  vacant  seats  on  the 


main  floor  of  the  building  are 
opened  to  the  public.  Only  a few 
at  a time  are  admitted.  As  the  line 
draws  closer  and  closer  to  the 
door,  each  person  wonders  if  he 
or  she  will  be  the  last  person  let 
in,  or  if  the  door  will  be  closed 
just  before  he  or  she  steps  inside 
the  building. 

Once  inside  and  snuggly  seated 
with  some  8,000  other  people, 
just  a few  moments  pass  before 
the  Choir  broadcast  begins.  Elder 
Richard  L.  Evans  welcomes 
everyone  and  reminds  them  please 
not  to  talk,  cough  or  make  any 
other  noise  which  would  disturb 
the  broadcast. 

The  building  becomes  quiet  as 
Elder  Evans  raises  his  arm  to  cue 
the  Choir.  The  Tabernacle  organ 
sounds  a note  and  the  Choir 
begins  singing,  “Gently  Raise  a 
Sacred  Strain.”  And  suddenly  you 
realize  that  here  you  are,  in 
person,  at  a session  of  General 
Conference.

“The  inflation  psychology  has 
ended.”  So  declared  Secretary  of 
the  Treasury  David  Kennedy 
during  his  informal  chat  with 
students  Saturday  morning  in  the 
Memorial  Room. 


Kennedy  stopped  at  BYU  and 
the  Salt  Lake  Conference  this 
weekend  as  part  of  a tour  to 
inform  people  of  the  Nixon 
administration’s  economic 
policies.  “Each  of  you  is  entitled 
to  know  what  we’re  thinking  and 
what  we’re  doing,”  he  felt. 


Adding  that  he  is  not  just  visiting 
the  nation’s  banking  capitals,  he 
told  of  speaking  in  Casper, 
Wyoming,  and  commended  BYU 
students  “for  listening  to  my  old 
voice  and  gray  head.” 

Believing  that  the  U.S.  cannot 
have  inflation  because  it  believes 


that  resources  must  be  channeled 
into  the  world,  Kennedy  indicated 
that  the  policy  of  cutbacks  and 
surtaxes  to  keep  the  economy 
adjusting  on  a slow  basis  has  been 
attacked,  particularly  by  the 
press.

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BYU  hooters  win

The  BYU  Blue  soccer  team 
belted  a 10-2  win  over  Hollandia 
in  their  first  league  game  last 
Saturday.  Only  one  of  the 
Hollandia  points  was  actually  shot 
in  play.  The  other  was  a penalty 
kick  from  the  12  yard  line  that 
had  only  BYU  goalie  Dennis  Baird 
defending.  Baird  had  stopped  a 
kick  like  this  in  the 
BYU-Colorado  game,  but  this 
would  have  been  too  much.  Baird 
knows  his  business,  but  it  is  a 
business  in  which  absolute 
perfection  does  not  exist. 

Beginning  the  scoring,  Jeb 
Buffington  punched  the  first  Blue 
goal  with  a half  field  drive. 
Minutes  later  in  the  same  period, 
Buffington  scored  on  a corner 
kick,  a position  parallel  to  the 
goal  line  and  30  yards  away.  It’s 
not  surprising  that  Buffington  was 
appointed  to  kick  all  of  the  corner 
kicks  for  the  rest  of  the  game. 

Hollandia’s  next  shot  looked 
exactly  like  a point,  but  the  BYU 
goal  post  saved  the  shot. 

Buffington  then  scored  again 
with  a one  man  show  as  he  hit 
Hollandia  goalie  Bob  Alleman 
with  his  first  shot  and  punched 
the  rebound  in  for  his  third  goal 
and  BYU’s  fourth  point. 


At  the  beginning  of  the  second 
half,  Rudy  Fuentez  centered  the 
ball  from  mid-BYU  territory.  The 
long  kick  was  received  by 
Buffington  who  passed  to 
Roberts.  Robert’s  shot  was  good 
for  the  fifth  Blue  point. 


Hollandia  scored  a first  point 
with  their  12-yard  penalty  kick. 

In  the  middle  of  the  second 
half,  Escobar  intercepted  a 
Hollandia  ball  and  passed  to 
Buffington  who  shot  and  hit 
Hollandia  goalie  Alleman  in  the 
face.  The  ball  bounced  to  Brigham 
Ord  who  had  an  easy  shot  past  the 
dazed  goalie. 


Hollandia  drove  the  ball  to  the 
BYU  goal  for  their  second  point, 
which  was  to  be  their  last. 


Ord  scored  his  third  point  in 
revenge  of  Hollandia’s,  bringing 
the  score  to  BYU  7,  Hollandia  2.

Phil  Roberts  scored  his  second 
goal  on  a long  hard  punch.

Wichita  disaster  shocks 
college  football  weekend

un  unbeaten  string  to  26  games

5DS,  boasting  the  nation’s 
ngest  unbeaten  string  of  26 
Ties,  proved  why  they  are  so 
plosive  as  Tom  Robertson 
ered  the  opening  kickoff  on 


quarter-back  Brian  Sipe,  who  last 
year  was  overshadowed  by  All 
America  Dennis  Shaw,  started  to 
pick  apart  the  BYU  secondary 
with  his  pinpoint  passes. 

Behind  Sipe’s  passing  SDS 
moved  steadily  down  the  field  and 
a 13  yard  touchdown  pass  from 
Sipe  to  Ken  Burrows  with  only 
two  minutes  gone  in  the  second 
quarter  gave  the  Aztecs  a 16-0 
lead.  Limahelu’s  extra  point  was 
perfect  and  SDS  had  built  up  a 
1 7-0  bulge  over  BYU. 

BYU  threatened  late  in  the 
second  quarter  to  become  the  first 
team  to  penetrate  the  seemingly 
non-existent  SDS  goal  line.  The 
drive  was  highlighted  by

kicked  the  ball  off  the  side  of  his 
shoe  and  once  again  the  Cougars 
were  in  good  field  position. 
However,  the  SDS  defense 
stiffened  and  the  Cougars  had  to 
settle  for  a 32  yard  field  goal  by 
Joe  Liljenquist.  With  the  clock 
ticking  away  the  final  minutes  of 
the  first  half,  Sipe  found  his  split 
end  Tom  Baker  had  eluded  the 
BYU  secondary,  and  lofted  a 78 
yard  scoring  pass  into  his  waiting 
hands.  With  the  conversion  of  the 
extra  point  by  Limahelu,  the 
Aztec’s  left  the  field  at 
intermission  with  a comfortable 
24-3. 

The  third  quarter  proved  to  be  a 
defensive  battle  as  BYU  stopped 
the  Aztec’s  only  serious  threat  on 
the  seven  yard  line  behind  the 
outstanding  defensive  play  of  Jeff 
Lyman  and  Dennis  Walford,  who 
proved  all  evening  to  be  thorns  in 
the  side  of  the  SDS  running  backs. 

Early  in  the  final  quarter  Sipe 
again  proved  his  mastery  over  the 
BYU  secondary  as  he  hit  Burrows, 
cutting  across  the  middle  fora  37 
yard  pass  play.  Two  plays  later 
Sipe  hit  tight  end  Tim  Delaney 
with  a five  yard  scoring  pass. 
Limahelu  again  put  the  conversion 
through  the  uprights  and  SDS 
31-3. 

BYU  was  finally  able  to  push 
the  football  across  the  Aztec’s 
goal  line  midway  through  the  final 
quarter  for  the  only  touchdown, 
but  it  broke  the  SDS  against  string 
of  18  consecutive  quarters 
without  a touchdown  being 
scored  against  them. 

In  the  game  Chris  Farasopoulos 
broke  his  own  WAC  record  by 
returning  five  kickoffs  for  162 
yards. 


The  terror  of  an  intercollegiate 
football  sports  disaster  was  over 
yesterday.  The  grief  continued, 
however,  and  an  investigation 
began. 

Half  of  a 30-man  investigating 
team  climbed  over  1 1 ,500  feet  up 
Mt.  Bethel  in  the  Rocky 
Mountains  to  a ski  basin  where  a 
20-year-old  Martin  404  crashed 
Friday,  killing  29  persons, 
including  the  heart  of  Kansas’ 
Wichita  State  University  football 
team. 

Only  two  of  1 1 survivors 
remained  in  critical  condition 
Sunday.  John  Tyler,  21,  a 
sophomore  split  end  from 
Sherman,  Tex.,  and  Tom  Reeves, 
31,  the  team  trainer  from  Wichita, 
were  severely  burned.  The  other 
nine  were  in  good  condition  at 
two  Denver  hospitals. 

Classes  at  the  Kansas  school  will 
be  cancelled  Monday  and  replaced 
with  memorial  services. 

The  plane  that  crashed  and 
another  Martin,  were  crossing  the 
Rocky  Mountains  en  route  to  a 
football  game  Saturday  with  Utah 
State  at  Logan.  The  second  plane 
arrived  safely. 

WSU  head  coach  Ben  Wilson, 
athletic  director  A.C. 
Katzenmyer,  state  legislator 
Raymond  E.  King,  and  their  wives 
died  in  the  crash.  The  football 
players  on  the  plane,  13  of  whom 
died,  were  the  team’s  best  players 
and  given  the  honor  of  riding  with 
the  coach  and  his  staff. 

Memorial  services  will  be  held 
several  times  Monday  at  WSU  for 
all  29  victims  and  broadcast

unprofitable,”  Richards  has  made 
efforts  to  present  his  solutions  to 
this  problem. 

The  candidate  named  campus 
disorder  as  one  of  the  prime 
problem  areas.  He  said, 
“Typically,  the  college  campus 
(excluding  private  universities) 
does  not  belong  to  the  college 
administrator.  It  belongs  to  the 
taxpayers,  it  belongs  to  the  people 
who  paid  for  it.  To  take  the  idea 
and  the  attitude  that  we  may  not 
go  upon  the  campus  to  preserve 
our  own  property  until  such  time 
as  we  have  been  requested  in 
writing  after  a showing  of  a clear 
and  present  danger  is  a ridiculous 
criteria.”  This  is  not,  said 
Richards,  an  anti-young  people 
stand.  It  is  a stand  that  will 
preserve  the  rights  of  the  “over 
seven  and  one  half  million  decent, 
honest,  patriotic  young  people  on 
campus  today,”  he  asserted. 

Richards  maintained  that  an 
opportunity  should  be  opened  for 
youth  to  participate  in  the 
problem  solving  processes  at  the 
city,  county,  state  and  national 
levels.  He  emphasized  how 
important  it  was  to  “get  down  to 
the  business  of  letting  those 
people  on  the  campus  that  want 


an  education  get  it  without 
interruption  and  without  all  thi 
difficulty  and  horseplay  that  we 
have  to  go  through  today.”
